FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY - FOREIGN MINISTER GENSCHER'S 
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THEME WAS THAT THE WORLD IS NOW BEING GUIDED BY "THE IRON 
LAW OF INTERDEPENDENCE" IN DEALING WITH THE GREAT CHALLENGES 
OF DEVELOPING "RELIABLE" ECONOMIC COOPERATION, FULLY 
IMPLEMENTING HUMAN RIGHTS, AND SECURING A LASTING PEACE. 

THE SEVENTH SPECIAL SESSION HAD BEEN A "PROMISING BEGINNING" 

IN THE ECONOMIC SPHERE. SPECIFICALLY MENTIONING SOUTHERN 
AFRICA, GENSCHER SAID THE FRG IS ACTIVELY CONCERNED WITH 
THE IMPLEMENTATION OE FREE SELF-DETERMINATION AND HUMAN 
RIGHTS EVERYWHERE AND WITHOUT VIOLENCE. EUROPE IS INCLUDED, 
SPECIFICALLY WITH REGARD TO THE RIGHT OF FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT. 
THE FINAL PORTION OF THE MINISTER'S REMARKS WAS DEVOTED TO 
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PEACE AS A PREREQUISITE FOR PROGRESS IN ALL SPHERES. 

HE CITED THE AIM OF GERMAN REUNIFICATION "THROUGH FREE 
SELF-DETERMINATION," APPLAUDED ARMS CONTROL AND RECUCTION, 
UNDERSCORED THE NEED FOR PREVENTION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS 
PROLIFERATION, WELCOMED THE SEPT. 4 MIDDLE EAST ACCORDS, 
ASSERTED THE NEED FOR AN INDEPENDENT FEDERATED CYPRUS, 

AND URGED A CENTRAL ROLE FOR UN IN ATTAINING GLOBAL 
COOPERATION BASED ON INTERDEPENDENCE AND JOINT 
RESPONSIBILITY. (OURTEL 4491) 

AFGHANISTAN - DEPUTY FOREIGN MINISTER AND CHAIRMAN 
OF DELEGATION WAHID ABDULLAH TERMED THE UN "INDISPENSABLE" 
BUT NOTED THAT IT COULD BE FURTHER IMPROVED. HE STRONGLY 
SUPPORTED THE NON-ALIGNED MOVEMENT AND POINTED OUT THAT 
AFGHANISTAN HAS FRIENDLY RELATIONS WITH ALL STATES EXCEPT 
PAKISTAN, THE ONLY IMPEDIMENT THERE BEING THE "LEGITIMATE 
AND HUMAN RIGHTS OF OUR PUSHTUN AND BALUCHI BROTHERS." 

HE URGED THAT THIS PROBLEM BE SOLVED BY NEGOTIATION. HE 
WELCOMED DETENTE AND URGED THAT IT NOT BE CONFINED ONLY TO 
EUROPE. HE TERMED THE MIDDLE EAST SITUATION A SERIOUS THREAT 
TO PEACE AND NOTED THAT NO REAL PROGRESS HAD BEEN MADE, 
OBSERVING THAT THE PALESTINIAN QUESTION WAS AT THE CORE OF 
THE IMPASSE. HE CONDEMNED SOUTH AFRICA, EXPRESSED CONCERN 
ABOUT ANGOLA AND CYPRUS, AND URGED THAT RIGHTS OF 
LANDLOCKED STATES BE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT IN THE AREA OF 
LAW OF THE SEA. CALLING FOR GENERAL DISARMAMENT, HE SPOKE 
IN FAVOR OF THE INDIAN OCEAN ZONE OF PEACE AND THE CONCEPT 
OF NUCLEAR FREE ZONES, URGING THAT ONE BE ESTABLISHED 
IN THE MIDDLE EAST. HE PRAISED THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION, 

EXPRESSING THE HOPE THAT IT WOULD I FAD TO A NEW ERA IN 
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INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION TO BETTER THE HUMAN CONDITION. 
(REPEATED INFO KABUL) 

CHAD - MINISTER FOR FOREIGN AFFAIRS KAMOUGUE WADAL 
ABDELKADER STRESSED ADHERENCE TO NON-ALIGNMENT, AND SUPPORT 
OF THE CHARTERN OAU AND THIRD WORLD. HE EXPRESSED SATISFACTION 
WITH THE RESULTS OF THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION, AND URGED 
THEIR IMPLEMENTATION. HE DENOUNCED FRENCH INTERFERENCE 
IN CHAD'S INTERNAL AFFAIRS BY SUPPLYING ARMS TO "OUTLAWS." HE 
CALLED FOR UN CHARTER CHANGE TO REFLECT THE CHARACTER 
OF THE ORGANIZATION AND CRITICIZED THE USE OF THE VETO 
BY "CERTAIN POWERS " AS AN OBSTRUCTIVE MECHANISM. HE EXPRESSED 
CONCERN AT THE SITUATION IN ANGOLA, DENOUNCED SOUTH AFRICA 
AND RHODESIA, AND URGED UN ADMISSION OF THE VIETNAMS. 
SUPPORTING THE "HOSTILE" KOREAN RESOLUTION, HE APPEALED 
TO THE KOREAN GOVERNMENTS TO WORK TOWARD UNITY ON THE 
BASIS OF THE JULY 4, 1972 COMMUNIQUE. INDIRECTLY CRITICIZING 
THE BILATERAL APPROCH, HE ADVOCATED A WORLD CONFERENCE ON 
DISARMAMENT AND CONCLUDED BY URGING ALL STATES TO 
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COOPERATE AND "IN BUILDING A BETTER WORLD." (OURTEL 4490) 

DENMARK - EOREIGN MINISTER ANDERSEN ASSESSED THE ROLE OE 
THE UN IN VARIOUS AREAS AND CALLED FOR THE MOBILIZATION 
OE PUBLIC SUPPORT, URGING AN END TO "THE FLOW OF RHETORIC, 

INACTION, DISRESPECT EOR THE CHARTER, NATIONAL NARROW- 
MINDEDNESS" THAT HAD "WEAKENED PUBLIC EAITH." STRESSING 
THE IMPORTANCE OE ATTAINING UNIVERSALITY, HE ADVOCATED 
THE ADMISSION OF ALL STATES AND OPPOSED "ANY ATTEMPT, 

CONTRARY TO THE CHARTER TO EXPEL OR SUSPEND ANY MEMBER 
STATE EROM THE UN ITSELE, ITS ORGANS OR AEEILIATED 
ORGANIZATIONS OR ANY ATTEMPT TO LIMIT THE RIGHTS OE A MEMBER 
STATE." IN ORDER EOR THE UN TO MAINTAIN PEACE AND 
PROMOTE PROGRESS, THERE MUST BE STRICT ADHERENCE TO THE 
CHARTER, STRICT OBSERVANCE OE THE DIVISION OF COMPETENCE 
BETWEEN THE SECURITY COUNCIL AND THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 

DIALOGUE AND COMPROMISE, AND A COMMITMENT TO RETRAIN FROM 
THE "POLITICIZATION" OF THE SPECIALIZED AGENCIES. 

TURNING TO VARIOUS FIELDS OE UN WORK, ANDERSEN DESCRIBED 

THE SINAI AGREEMENT AS A "SIGNIEICANT STEP TOWARDS A JUST 

AND LASTING PEACE" AND URGED FURTHER PROGRESS IN ACCORDANCE 
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WITH SC RESOLUTIONS 242 AND 338 AS WELL AS THE EC-9 
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HIS SPEECH TO AN ANALYSIS OE THE PROBLEMS OE THE UN AND PROPOSALS 
EOR ITS REVITALIZATION, CALLED FOR A RECOGNITION 
OE GLOBAL INTERDEPENDENCE TO REPLACE THE I7TH CENTURY MIND 
SET OF MAN MEMBERS, INCLUDING SOME IN THE THIRD WORLD. 

HE CRITICIZED THE PREVAILING IDEOLOGY, COMPLAINING THAT SOME 
THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES "HAVE TAKEN TO ZENOPHOBIC NATIONALISM 
AND THAT RACIAL AND RELIGIOUS ARROGANCE ASSOCIATED WITH THEIR 
EORMER RULERS," AND ADVANCED TWO GUDELINES TO EOSTER A 
NEW APPROACH IN THE UN TO WORLD AEEAIRS. HE PROPOSED THAT 
PROBLEM-SOLVING REPLACE " THE OLD CONCEPT OE USING THIS ORGANIZATION 
AS AN ARENA FOR STAGING CONTESTS, " AND THAT CONSENSUS 
REPLACE "THE INCREASINGLY SUSPECT" PRINCIPLE OF MAJORITY VOTE. 

HE CONCLUDED BY ELABORATING ONE OF THE STRUCTURAL 
REFORM PROPOSALS ADVANCED IN THE UN GROUP OE EXPERTS REPORT 
AND SUGGESTING EOUR "RULES" TO PROMOTE GENUINE NEGOTIATIONS 
IN THE PROPOSED "SMALL NEGOTIATING GROUP." (OURTEL 4489) 

URUGUAY- MINISTER EOR EXTERNAL RELATIONS BLANCO SAID 
DETENTE DID NOT EXTINGUISH POWER POLITICS OR THE STRUGGLE 
OE IDEOLOGIES. INSTEAD OE A DECLARED WAR ACROSS EORNTIERS 
THERE WAS A UNDECLARED WAR WITHIN NATIONS, WHICH WAS TANGIBLY 
EXPRESSED THROUGH TERRORISM AND SUBVERSION WHICH WAS MOTI- 
VATED BY CLEAR POLITICAL AIMS OE DOMINATION OR DESTRUCTION. 

BLANCO SPOKE AT LENGTH OF ECONOMIC MATTERS, PARTICULARLY TRADE, 
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AND THE PLIGHT OF A LARGE NUMBER OF SERIOUSLY AFFECTED COUNTRIES. 

HE RELIEVED THAT AN IMAGINATIVE, CONSTRUCTIVE AND JOINT 

EFFORT WOULD MAKE IT POSSIBLE TO PRESERVE AND SPEED THE 

PROGRESS OF THE MOST ADVANCED COUNTRIES AND AT THE SAME TIME PROMOTE 

MORE RAPID PROGRESS OF THOSE LESS ADVANCED. HE MENTIONED 

RESTRICTIONS BY DEVELOPED COUNTRIES, PARTICULARLY EEC, ON 

IMPORTS OF CERTAIN EXPORTS ESSENTIAL TO THE ECONOMY OF DEVELOPING 

COUNTRIES, AND SAID PRIORITY SHOULD BE GIVEN TO AGRICULTURE, 

FOOD AND POPULATION. HE RENEWED URUGUAY'S PROPOSAL OF A FOOD 
BANK AS A SUSTEM TO MEET BOTH THE FINANCIAL NEEDS OF PRODUCTION 
AND THE CONSUMPTION NEEDS OF THE COUNTRIES WITH THE LOWEST 
INCOME. IN THAT CONNECTION, HE VOICED DISAPPOINTMENT AT THE LACK OF 
PRACTICAL MACHINERY CREATED BY THE 1974 

WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE. HE THOUGHT THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION 
PRODUCED CONCRETE IDEAS - THOSE BY THE US HAD SHOWN A PRO- 
FOUND APPROACH TO MANY MATTERS OF INTEREST TO THE ENTIRE WORLD- 
BUT IF THEIR EXECUTION WERE DELAYED THE SOLUTION OF URGENT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MATTERS WOULD ALSO BE DELAYED. OFFERING A PROPOSAL FOR 
THE CATEGORY OF COUNTRIES IN AN INTERMEDIATE STAGE OF DEVELOPMENT, 
MANY OF WHICH WERE IN LA, HE SAID THEY SHOULD HAVE A MECH- 
ANISM SIMILAR TO THE "THIRD WINDOW " - CALLED A "FOURTH WINDOW" - 
WHICH WOULD PROVIDE THEM WITH MONEY IN TIMES OFN 
EMERGENCY AT RELATIVELY HIGHER INTEREST RATES. 

YUGOSLAVIA- FOREIGN MINISTER MINIC REEMPHASIZED FAMILIAR 

NAC POSITIONS ON DETENTE, THE MIDDLE EAST, KOREA, DISARMAMENT 

AND THE RESULTS OF THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION. MINIC PRAISED 

THE EUROPEAN SECURITY CONFERENCE AS A CONTRIBUTION TO BOTH 

EUROPEAN AND WORLD SECURITY. HE ALSO URGED IMMEDIATE 

PROGRESS IN REALIZING PALESTINIAN NATIONAL RIGHTS, SUPPORTED 

NORTH KOREA'S DEMAND FOR THE REMOVAL OF FOREIGN TROOPS FROM THE 

PENINSULA, AND ENDORSED THE RIGHT OF CUBA AND PANAMA TO ESTABLISH 

FULL SOVEREIGNTY OVER THEIR NATIONAL TERRITORIES. HE CALLED 

FOR THE CONVENING OF A WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE OR A UN 

SPECIAL SESSION ON DISARMAMENT, AND PROPOSED THAT THE 

30TH UNGA TAKE ACTION TO MONITOR AND ENCOURAGE THE IMPLEMENTATION 

OF THE AGREEMENT REACHED AT THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION. (OURTEL 

4485) 

GERMAN DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC - ASSERTING THAT 
"THE SUPREME PURPOSE OF SOCIALIST FOREIGN POLICY", 

LIKE THAT OF THE UN, IS A WORLD WITHOUT WARS, GDR FOREIGN 
MINISTER OSKAR FISCHER CITED THE END OF THE INDO-CHINA 
WARS AND THE HELSINKI CONFERENCE AS PERSUASIVE EVIDENCE 
OF GROWING INTERNATIONAL POLITICAL DETENTE. THE SOCIALIST 
COUNTRIES HAD STOOD BY THE PEOPLE OF VIETNAM AND WORKED 
TOGETHER FOR THE SUCCESS OF THE HELSINKI MEETING. 

THE TOW VIETNAMS MUST BE ADMITTED TO THE UN FORTHWITH IN THE 
INTERESTS OF PEACE AND INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION. DETENTE 
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MUST BE EXTENDED TO OTHER CONTINENTS AND GIVEN MATERIAL CONTENT 
THROUGH ARMS LIMITATION, DISARMAMENT, PREVENTION OE NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS PROLIFERATION, AND END TO CHINESE ATMOSPHERIC NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS TESTING, ETC. THERE FOLLOWED A CATALOGUE OF US-SOVIET 
AGREEMENTS AND NEGOTIATIONS IN THESE AREAS PLUS SOVIET 
PROPOSALS FOR EXTENDING DISARMAMENT AND PROHIBITIONS AGAINST NUCLEAR 
TESTING. THE MINISTER ADVOCATED THE "HOSTILE " KOREAN RESOLUTION, 
RESUMPTION OF THE GENEVA MIDDLE EAST PEACE CONFERENCE, 

RESTORATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS IN CHILE, SOLIDARITY WITH SOUTHERN 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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AFRICAN LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, AND EXPRESSED CONCERN ABOUT 
THE MACHINATIONS OF "REACTIONARY FORCES BACKED FROM THE ABROAD" 

IN ANGOLA. HE 

WELCOMED WOMENS YEAR, REMINDED OF THE WORLD CONGRESS OF 
WOMEN IN THE GDR THIS OCTOBER, AND CONCLUDED WITH THE DEC- 
LARATION THAT THE GERMAN PROBLEM HAD "BEEN SOLVED 
BY THE DEVELOPMENT OF TWO GERMAN STATES INDEPENDENT OF EACH 
OTHER AND HAVING DIFFERENT SOCIAL SYSTEMS . " (REPEATED INFO 
BONN, BERLIN (E))
